Cumulative production for the 

first four months of the year show- 
ed an advance of 34 per cent. over 
_the total for the same period in 
1925. Output for the period in- 
cluded 57,066 passenger cars, 10,- 
350 trucks, 10,719 chassis and 58 
taxicabs and buses, making a total 
of 78,193 cars, as compared with 
58,088 cars in the same four 
months of last year. 

Exports of motor cars showed 
a sharp decline in April when 
only 4,118 cars were exported, 
as compared with 10,911 in 
March, and 8,438 in February. 
Imports have shown a steady in- 
crease since the first of the year, 
and in April numbered 2,53 
units, as against 2,170 in March, 
and 916 in February. For the 
first four months of the year im- 
ports of cars stood at 6,316 in 
number, production totaled 78,- 
193, and exports numbered 28,- 
626, giving an apparent con- 
sumption of 55,883 cars in 
Canada for the year to date.

AUTOMOTIVE LEVY 
DWINDLES; RESULT 
OF NEW TAX BILL 


May’s Receipts Show 
Tremendous Drop 
Under 1925

ASHINGTON, June 21. 

—Each succeeding 
month reveals more notice- 
ably large decreases in the in- 
ternal revenue tax collected 
from automotive products as 
a result of the act of 1926, ef- 
fective March 29, by which 
the levy on passenger cars 
and motorcycles was reduced 
from 5 to 3 per cent. and elim- 
inated from the sale of tires, 
parts and accessories. 

The outstanding feature of the 
May statement, as made public to- 
day by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, is, of course, the large 
decline in revenue collected on 
“past due”’ accounts from tires and 
accessories. 

Only $50,661 was received 
from this source from the gov- 
ernment last month as against 
$1,641,313 for the same month 
of 1925. For the period between 
July 1 last and May 31 of this 
year, buyers of tires and acces- 
sories paid into the Federal 
fromapry a total tax of $18,-

On account of the large produc- 
tion of cars in the last year, 
against the 1924-1925 period, 
total tax collected, in spite 
2 per cent. reduction during the 
last few months, far exceeds the 
total revenue of the earlier period 

Between July 1, 1925, and May 
31 last, motor and motor cycle 
purchasers paid a total of $107,- 
860,605, against $82,635,969 be- 
tween the same dates of 1924 and 
1925.

Short Sprints to Be 


Featured at Atlantic 
City July 17 


Atlantic City, Jaume 21. — A 
radical departure from the ac- 
cepted order of things in “big 


time automobile racing’ will 
mark the Sesquicentennial pro- 
gram of the Atlantic City Speed- 
way to be held on the massive 
board oval in New Jersey on 
July 17. 

For the first dime in the history 
ef the big speedways the estab- 
lished method of racing will be 
thrown aside, and instead of one 
long race the afternoon will be de- 
voted to a series of tremendous 
sprints in which the world’s 
greatest kings of speed will have 
every incentive to smash all world’s 
records up to 120 miles. 

The plan for sprint racing is to 
overcome the strain and monotony 
of the long grinds which have 
been the features of all the big 
speedways heretofore. The Sesqui- 
eentennial program will consist of 
three sixty-mile sprints, to be fol- 
lowed by a final of 120 miles. 

The prize money will probably 
be the greatest amount in propor- 
tion to the distances of the events 
that has ever been posted. 

The entire entry list will be di- 
vided in two for the first two sixty- 
mile dashes. The first six cars in 
each of these mad sprints. will 
qualify for the 120-mile final with 
its rich stakes. The cars that fail

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BUILDING WORK” 
SHOWS DECREASE 


Slight Modification 
In Activity Seen 
From Reports 


New York, June 21.—Official 
reports of May building permits 
received by S. W. Straus & Co. 
from -484 leading cities and 
towns throughout the country 
give indications, temporarily at 
least, of slightly modified ac- 
tivities in the building industry. 


Permits of $394,159,607 were ise 


| sued in these centers in May come 


pared with $408,723,090 in May, 
and with $443,858,154 in 
April 1926, a loss from April of 11 
per cent. 

The reports indicated that 
slowing down, though come 
paratively slight, extended quite 
generally over the country with the 
notable exception of some Southern 
cities, the metropolitan zone of 
New York city and a few importagt 
Northern and Eastern cities. 

The twenty-five leading building 
centers reported $222,613,193, a 
loss substantially of 4 per cent. 
from May, 1925, and of 17 per 
cent. from April this year. The 
May showing, however, was the 
largest ever recorded in these cities 
excepting last year. 

The April to May losses this year 
are considerably greater than the 
normal downward trend between 
these two months, which is about 
5 per cent. 

New York city and immediate 
vicinity continued as the nation’s 
leading zone of activity. The five 
boroughs reported $77,905,083 in 
plans filed, compared with $70,698,- 
604 last May, a gain of about 10 
per cent. In Yonkers there was a 
gain of more than $2,500,000, the 
month’s volume being $4,377,269. 

Substantial gains were made in 
Detroit, Cleveland, Providence and 
Albany. Chicago lost nearly $12,- 
000,000; Los Angeles, $6,000,000; 
Philadelphia, .$4,000,000; Boston, 
$2,600,000; Miami, $2,200,000; San 
Francisco, $1,400,000, and Kansas 
City, $1,100,000. - 

Texas was revealed as one of the 
most active states in the country. 
Houston led the Southern cities, 
with a little over $3,000,000, an 83 
per cent. gain over May last year. 
Large- building activities were re- 
ported in most of the other leading 
Texas cities, notably San Antonio, 
Amarillo and Fort Worth.
